In reply to the Director’s letter of the 7th inst. relative to deviations in weight of silver 
dollar planchets. I have the honor to state that in the weighing of the planchet for the experiments 
a standard weight of 412 % grains in all cases was used. Showing the deviation from the point. 


In the case on page 4 referred to the planchets were tested or weighed with a 412 % grain 
weight, and as the planchets were all heavy above standard the lightest heavy was deducted from 
the heaviest, the difference in the weights being the variation. 


Or in other words the heaviest was 24.65 grains with the standard weight of 412 % grains 
added, an actual weight of the planchet of 437.15 grains, the lightest was 18.70 grains above 
standard with the standard of 412 % grains added, making 431.20 grains actual weight, giving 
the variation 5.95 grains. 


The heaviest above standard from Kriders rolls is 32.35 grains, with the standard weight 
added of 412 % grains, and actual weight of 444.85 grains, the lightest above standard is 26.77 
grains added to the standard weight of 412 % grains give 439.27 grains, actual weight showing a 
variation of 5.58 grains.
